e@ On Tuesday, a supervisor for Delta Truck Lines gave away 
his inexperience by backing imto the parked car of Harris Wilkin, 
secretary-treasurer of Food Clerks 870, while preparing to cross 
the picket line.

HOW TO BUY 


Kefauver report on drug prices 


By SIDNEY MARGOLIUS 


Labor Consumer Advisor for Labor Journal 


The forthcoming report by the 
Senate Antitrust Subcommittee 
on the high price of drugs is a 
three alarm shocker. 

It shows how difficult it is 
for the public to get lower drug 
prices under the present patent 
monoply. 

You can get a copy of this 
report by writing to Senator 
Estes Kefauver, Chairman of the 
Senate Antitrust Subcommittee, 
Sénate Office Building, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C. Its revelations are 
important to your family. 

For one thing, the report 
shows how and why you are 
compelled to pay 40-50 cents 
apiece for tetra cycline capsules 
—the widest selling broad range 
antibiotic—although they cost 
only 24% cents to manufacture. 

The committee will start hold- 
ing hearings late in June in the 
Kefauver-Celler bill proposed to 
correct some of the high pricing 
practices. Already the drug in- 
dustry is mustering opposition to 
beat the bill. 

The Wall Street Journal has 
reported that the Food & Drug 
Administration is preparing a 
weaker bill, which, the Journal 
said, would not offend the drug 
industry. If FDA does this, such 
a bill would injure chances of 
getting an effective drug price 
Taw. 

The Kefauver-Celler bill is one 
end of a double barreled attempt 
by consumer minded Congress- 
men and community organiza- 
tions to break the drug indus- 
try’s price grip on life saving 
medicines. While the Kefauver- 
Celler bill seeks to crack the 
patent monoply, labor unions, 
co-ops, retired persons’ associa- 
tions, settlement houses and 
other civic groups are trying to 
find lower cost ways of providing 
your family with vital drugs. 

In a number of areas, unions 
and other groups are arranging

for discounts, or filling prescrip- 
tions through their own health 
clinics at low prices. 

Various union locals have 
made such arrangements in a 
number of cities, including San 
Francisco, New York, Portland, 
Detroit and Cleveland. In New 
York, 13 unions are organizing 
Medstore, a proposed chain of 
drug stores which will operate 
on a nonprofit basis and also 
assist independent pharmacies 
is supplying drugs at reduced 
prices. 

BUT UNION and co-op efforts 
can solve only part of the prob- 
lem. They can’t crack the patent 
monoply without legislation. 

One of the most important 
provisions of the Kefauver-Celler 
bill would require drug manu- 
facturers to state the generic 
name on each package of medi- 
cine in the same size type as 
the brand name. 

As this department has 
pointed out, you can buy house- 
hold medicines like aspirin, milk 
of magnesia, antihistamines, etc., 
under their generic names at a 
fraction of the brand name 
price. 

But when it comes to prescrip- 
tion medicines, there are so 
many now that doctors are un- 
able to keep track of the generic 
names and so tend to prescribe 
by brand name. 

The proposed law would re- 
quire that every drug have a} 
generic name and only one, and 
that generic names be simpler 
than the present long ones now 
often used. 

THE HEART of the bill, and 
also the most controversial sec- 
tion, is its efforts to crack the 
patent monoply by providing 
that after three years holders of 
drug patents must license other 
manufacturers. 

The royalties permitted would 
be generous enough; they can’t 
talk poor-mouth about that. 

Drug manufacturers have 
argued that they need high 
prices to pay for new research. 
The fact is the great bulk of 
important drugs has come from 
countries that do not grant 
patents on drugs at all and also 
from university laboratories and 
government agencies. 

Alexander Fleming, the Brit- | 
ish scientist who discovered 
penicillin, which in turn led to 
the modern antibiotics, refused 


to take out a patent on it. He | 


left his discovery as a legacy to 
humanity, and that’s why peni- 
cillin, at least, is inexpensive.

New book warns. 
time plan buyers 


A new book, “Buy Now,. Pay 
Later” by Hillel Black tells some 
of the pitfalls of credit buying. 

According to Black, profits 
from credit are often bigger than 
those from selling the merchan- 
dise itself. 

Black’s book gives the inside 
dope on revolving charge ac- 
counts, credit cards, small loans, 
bait advertising and other tricks 
of the credit trade. 

Ralph W. Porter, reviewing the 
book in the Christian Science 
Monitor, said: 

“This survey not only presents 
imposing statistics to show the 
growth of the credit structure 
on a national scale, it also de- 
picts the effects of unwise in- 
Stallment buying in individual 
cases. 

“It explores the disturbing 
strains and tragedies imposed 
on persons who are constantly 
trying to keep up with the bill 
collectors — and often slipping 
backward. 

“It cites instances where mor- 
ality has left the market place 
and the consumer and his teen- 
age children are being sold deht 
with cynical disregard for their 
well-being.”

GAS BILL going up? 

Don’t blame PG&E entirely. It 
buys a lot of its gas from out- 
of-state suppliers, such as the 
El Paso Natural Gas Co. 

Many of the recent raises in 
your gas bill—and there have 
been too many despite what. 
PG&E says—have been caused 
by boosts in prices of the “whole- 
salers.” ; 

It’s good news that the State 

Public Utilities Commission is 
planning a sweeping investiga- 
tion into the entire natural gas 
business. 
.It was also good news early 
this month that the PUC turned 
down an $18.4 million compro-- 
mise settlement from El Paso 
in three increases involving a, 
total of $205 million. 

Thirdly, we were glad to hear 
that Gov. Edmund G. (Pat) 
Brown testified last month in, 
Washington, D. C., in favor of 
the Magnuson Amendment, 
which restricts the power of in- 
terstate gas companies to put 
raises into effect without await- 
ing approval of the Federal 
Power Commission, 


TAKING A 5TH has earned 
Hoffa, the Communists, some 
non-Communists and others a 
lot of unfavorable publicity. We 
have our opinions in each case. 

Now General Electric Co. has 
cited the Fourth and Fifth 
Amendments to the Constitution 
in refusing to give financial data 
to the Kefauver Anti-Trust Sub- 
committee. 

A committee spokesman said 
the subcommittee wanted to 
learn whether G.E. had been 
using its near-monoply market 
power in such products as light 
bulbs to win a competitive ad- 
vantage. 

After reading about the price 
rigging case and going to about 
10 stores before finding light 
bulbs of a brand other than G.E., 
we have our own opinion on 
this, too.

to he appropriate hy the petitioner shall be 
required to make a showing of proved authoriza- 
tions or membership of at least 30 per cent 
of the employees in the unit claimed to he 
appropriate by the organization seeking interven- 
tion. The District shall be deemed a party to 
each proceeding hereunder without the necessity 
of intervening therein. 


Section 15840. R!IGHTS AND DUTIES OF 
PARTIES AT HEARING. 


(a) Any party shall have the right to appear 
at any hearing in persen, by counsel, or by 
other representative, and any party and the 
hearing officer shall have power to call, examine 
and cross-examine witnesses and to introduce 
into the record documentary and other evidence. 
Witnesses shall be examined orally under oath. 
The rules of evidence prevailing in courts of 
law or equity shall not be controlling. Stipula- 
tions of fact may he introduced in evidence 
with respect to any issue. 


(b) Any objection with respect to the conduct 
of the hearing, including any objection to the 
introduction of evidence, may be stated orally or 
in writing, accompanied by a_ short statement 
of the grounds of such objection and included 
in the record. No such objection shall he deemed 
waived by further participation in the hearing. 

(c) All motions, rulings and orders shall be- 
come a part of the record. Rulings hy the 
hearing officer shall not be appealable to the 
Director but shall be considered—and may be 
affirmed, modified or reversed—by the Director 
when he reviews the entire record. 

(d) Any party shall be entitled, upon request, 
to a reasonable period at the close of the 
hearing for oral argument, which shall be in- 
cluded in the stenographic report of the hearing. 

(e) Misconduct at any hearing shall be grounds 
for summary exclusion by the hearing officer from 
further participation in such hearing. 

(f) The refusal of a witness at a hearing 
to answer any question which has been ruled to 
be proper shall he In the discretion of the 
hearing officer be ground for striking all testimony 
previously given such witness on ‘elated 
matters.

Any party and 
any agent or representative of the Service may 
challenge for good cause the eligibility of any 
person to participate in the election. Each 
challenged ballot shall be impounded. Upon the 
conclusion of the election the Service shal! 
cause a tally of the ballots to he furnished to 
each party. Within five days thereafter any 
party may file with the Service two copies of 
objections to the conduct of the election or 
conduct affecting the results of the election.

reasons for the objections. The objecting party 
shall immediately serve a copy of such objections 
nnn each anther party and file with the Service 
proof thereof.

_ (a) The Service shall conduct a runoff elec 
tion, without further order of the Director, 
when an election in which a ballot providing for 
not less than three choices (i.e. at least two 
representatives and ‘‘neither’’ or ‘‘none’’) results 
in no choice receiving a majority of the valid 
ballots cast, which runoff election shall be held 
promptly following final disposition. of any chal— 
lenges, objections or exceptions which followed 
the prior election. Only one runoff election shall 
be held pursuant to this Section 15870. 


(b) Employees who were eligible to vote In 
the election and who are employed in an eligible 
category on the date of the runoff election shall 
he the only employees eligible to vote in the 
runoff election. 

(c) The ballot in the runoff election shall 
provide for a selection between the two choices 
arn the largest and second largest number 
of votes. 


(d) In the event the number of votes cast 
in an inconclusive election in which the ballot 
provided for a choice among two or more 
representatives and ‘‘neither’’ or ‘‘none’’ is equally. 
divided among the several choices, or in 
event the number of ballots cast for one choice 
in such election is equal to the number cast 
for another of the choices but less than the 
number cast for the third choice, the Director 
shall declare the first election a nullity and 
shall conduet another election among the three 
choices which received the greatest number of 
ballots in the original election; provided that 
in the event there was a tie in the original 
election between the third and fourth choices 
or among the third, fourth and .other choices, 
the Director shall in the runoff election include 
on the ballot all such tied choices. In 
event or more choices receive the same 
number of ballots, and if either (1) there are 
no challenged ballots which would affect the 
results of the election, or (2) after all challenges 
have heen disposed of it is found that all 
eligible voters have cast valid batts, there 
shall be no runoff election -and the petition 
shall. be dismissed. Only one such further election 
pursuant to this subsection (d) may beheld. 


(e) The provisions of Section 15870 above 
shall be applicable to a runoff -election.

So he parked outside, and one of the strike- 
breakers—a “scab” working behind a picket line of his fellow 
employees—drove the truck through. 

While he was doing this, one of the women pickets 
dropped her purse. As she reached over to pick it up, her 
clothing caught on the advancing truck. Despite her pleas to 
stop, the strikebreaker shifted the big truck from forward 
to reverse—rocking it back and forth over the woman’s foot. 

This is only one instance of outrageous anti-labor activity 
by the local Peter Paul management and its collaborators. 

Before the strike, employees were threatened with loss 
of their jobs if they joined the union or went on strike. Union 
members were threatened while at work. Two union members 
were fired. 

The company cynically thwarted union attempts to nego- 
tiate and refused to reply to a union offer to arbitrate. 

After the strike began, the company kept ‘company union” 
strikebreakers on the job to try and break the strike. 

The American Bakery and Confectionery Workers was 
chartered by the AFLCIO as a corruption-free union after 
it ousted Jim Cross’ Bakery and Confectionery "Workers 
Union. 

Peter Paul employees voted to join the ABC in a free 
election. 

There is absolutely no excuse for the company’s actions. 


What JFK said 


The pundits told us Khrushchev was inflexible on Berlin, 
Laos and nuclear testing. 


The Chronicle’s headline writer quoted James B. Reston 
of the New York Times as saying Khrushchev “asked for 
the world.” 


We feel the most important outcome of the Summit :is 
described in these words from President Kennedy's ‘report 
to the nation last week: 


“No new aims were stated in private that have not been 
stated in public on either side. The gap between us was not 
in such a short period materially reduced, but at least the 
channels of communication were opened more fully. At least.

now be less, and at least the men on whose decision the peace 
in part depends have agreed to remain in contact... . 


“For the facts of the matter are that the Soviet and our- 
selves give wholly different meanings to the same words— 
war, peace, democracy, and popular will. We have wholly 
different views of right and wrong, of what it is that is an 
internal affair and what is aggression, and above all, we 
have wholly different concepts of where the world is and 
where it is going. 


“Only by such a discussion was it possible for me to be 
sure that Mr. Khrushchev knew how differently we view the 
_ present and the future. 


“Our views contrasted sharply but at least we knew 
better at the end where we both stood.” 


Rank-and-file participation 


A few Building Trades Council delegates were worried last 
week that the new constitution, more or less forced on them 
by the AFLCIO Building Trades Department, would curtail 
rank-and-file participation in council affairs. 

This needn't be the case. 


The AFLCIO Building Trades Department made an im- 
portant compromise in the Alameda County case. 

It permitted local unions to keep their present delegates. 

Only on roll call votes will the new constitution change 
things, and it doesn’t have to then. 

In a roll call vote, each craft will decide which delegates 
are to cast its votes. 

If the right to cast the ballots is allotted by a democratic 
vote among all the craft's delegates, we feel no harm will 
have been done to rank-and-file participation,

Now, let us look a little more 
closely at the active and passive 


forces within the University — 
in the student body, on the 
faculty, and in the administra- 
tion. 

First, the student, 

Powerful forces oppose his ef- 
forts to mature. 

For 18 years, until he enters 
college, the youth is for the most 
part a subject. 

For good and necessary rea- 
sons, he is pulled and hauled 
and told what to do. Church, 
home and school have been 
Stressing obedience, team spirit, 
belonging, togetherness, and 
loyalty to his own family group. 
He has been given all the 
guideposts and told to conform— 
or else. Unless he is a delinquent, 
he conforms. 

But if we are to have active 
citizens mature men and 
women — our colleges must de- 
velop new disciplines that come 
from within. 

By every means at their dis- 
posal, our colleges must hurry 
to offset the compulsive con- 
formity of youth. Almost liter- 
ally, they must force the boy 
to play the man and, in the 
process, to become one. 

It is high time for Americans 
to dispense with the fear of di- 
vision and controversy — high 
time to put an end to the mis- 
guided weltschmerz for cultural 
unity—high time to have other 
goals than the material ones 
shown on billboards, television, 
and other forms of the great 
American daydream. 

One of our real enemies today 
is anxiety to achieve status — 
the acute pressure to conform. 
This creeping uniformity is: 
deadly to the power of decision 
and self-rule, 

Against it, our colleges must 
throw their entire weight — and 
students ma Sera ihe battle. 


Now, let us turn briefly to the 
role of the faculty in forming 
the citizen. 

Here at Santa Clara, you have 
a strong array of liberal arts 
and social sciences in propor- 
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Finally, let us turn to admin- 
istrators. They are among our 
most important allies at a time 
when some fear-ridden citizens 
seek to protect the electorate 
from using its own tribunal 
power—and seek to brow-beat 
citizens into accepting their own 
brand. of political orthodoxy and 
social paralysis. 

The simple answer to these 
worried souls is just to reject 
their agonized reappraisal of the 
Constitution and decide 
wheter we want to continue with 
the original project as written. 

Let us keep steadily before our 
eyes what it is we are about— 
what America is about. 

Do we want manageable ro- 
bots, with heads full of pre- 
packaged, safe slogans? 

Or do we want citizen-leaders, 
whose minds have been made 
safe for ideas? 

College administrators must 
face up to their public function: 
Gone are the good old days when 
school spirit meant hazing the 
freshmen — eating the goldfish 
—and raiding the sororities. 

What I want to propose is that 
all college administrators help 
tell our people what college 
Study really means — what we 
must demand of our students if 
we hope to make them active 
Americans. 

Make our people safe for stu- 
dents with ideas, and you will 
be performing a real service for 
America. You will be halting the 
epidemic of social hysteria that 
is spreading across our nation— 
under the libelous labels of secret 
societies. 

Far from discouraging your 
Students’ social and public in- 
terests, I propose that you pos- 
itively exploit them. 

Here is an honorable source 
of college spirit; here is a worthy 
unifying and organizing prin- 
ciple for your whole campus life. 

I say: thank God for the
